In tho de;, .1 of Thomas Kalaher, 
which occurred on Thursday, Septem- 
ber 1-', from the inflrmitiea indderot 
to old ape, Louisville has lost one of 
lier mi>st patriotic Iriah-Amerioan 
citizens, and the church one of her 
moat devoted and loyal eons. Thomas 
Kalaher was bom In the CoaoAy Gal- 
way, Ireland, seventy-five years ago» 
and came Ko Lonisrille as a vigorous 
young man of twenty. A few years 
after his arrival he and hiaaged wife, 
who survives him, were married last 
June fifty-one years apo by Father 
Elder in "the previsionary chapel on 
Jefferson etreet, above I'rc-^ton. 
which was the cradle in which the 
future sstronp and' thriviiiir i^t. .Tohn"s 
ioiitrrep.i,t ion. now for over fifty-one 
Acars iin<Ifr the pastorate of the ven- 
erable l''athcr Pax, was fostered in 
its infancy. To this conprepation Mr. 
Kalaher remained <leeply attached 
throiiirlioMt, lonp year*, and in its 
present magnificent edifice all of hia 
children were baptised and received 
(heir rellgioua instmcftion, aa also 
their training in its parochial school, 
until in his later years, finding that 
the home in wliii'h he .spent the 
greater part of his life was within the 
limitsof St. Mary Mapdalciie's eonpre- 
gation, he soufj^it the c.iiisolalions of 
his holy relipion within thie. closer 
house of Cio<l and became an ardent 
admirer of its penial pastor, the P.ev. 
William nansepohl. 

When the bnrilen of his ripe old 
r<' has crushed in him liis remarkable 
xitality he had live consolation of 
having at liis bedside in his last de- 
clining hours the company of hia lov- 
inp consort in life, and the tender 
ministrations of 'their five devoted 
iliildren. Martin. Mary. Katie, Nora 
and the Rev. John JL. Kalaher, p««tor 
of St. Columba's church. We is als« 
survived by a brother and two sisters 
In Ireland and one sister in this city. 
Mrs. Fergus Fallon, and it was the 
sons of two of his sisters who bore 
his remains as pall-bearers, nanifly. 
Michael and Ferpus Fallon, ,Tr.. and 
Martin. Micha'el, ,Tamc- and .To-eph 
Finepan. The fimenil. which was 
larpeh atti'nde<l, was held on Mon- 
dav, September Ifi. from St. Mary 
Miipdalenc's church, where three 
masses for the repose of his aoul 
wer.- offered up simultaneously, the 
s.demii retpiiem by the pastor, vrith 
the Kev. .Tohn T. Hill as deaoon. the 
Rev. Georgia M. Connor as sub-deacon, 
and the Rev. Joseph A. Minch as mas- 
ter of ceremonie*; and a low mass at 
each of the side altars by the Rev. 
Edward W. Roes and fhe Rev, .l<din 
D Kalaher. Presiejnt in the sanctuary 
were uls" Ihe Very Rev. James P.

Standinp on the promenade deck of 
the Anicrika when it reached New 
York Saturday inoriiinp fr!)iu Cher- 
bourg, a man of diminutive statuf! 
removed a cigar from his mouth an i 
smiled complacently as he spoke to 
a companion by his side, "London 
and Paris are in the money, Nick, but 
Ihey haven't got anything on little 
old Broadway, have they? And 
Chicago has got 'em all skinned. 
Ain't that right?" The little man 
was Alderman Michael Kenna, of 
Chicago, and the one to whom he 
addressed liis remarks was "Nick" 
Martin, his private secretary. Mrs. 
Kenna and Miss Hafferly, who was 
one of the Alderman's jiarty that 
toured Ireland in an automol)iIe, also 
were pa.s«enpers on the Amerika, 
When seen after disciiibarking the 
Alderman said: 

We liave hud a most enjoyable 
trip, but I'm glad to be in God's 
country again. Europe is ull right 
for aight-aeeing, but I wouldn't care 
to live over there all the time. The 
people are different and the customs 
are different from what we are used 
to in America, and aa I'm not built 
like Waldorf Astor or the other 
'geezers' who have been settled for 
lil'e in Europe this country is good 
enough for nie. We left S'ew Yor'c 
,Iuiy 11 and landed in (.tuee.iist own 
after a voyage of eight days. Whe l 
I lioiiplit my tickets I told the man 
I wanted to go <ui a slow boat. Some- 
thing went wr<uip with the tide j.ust 
as the ship got s(|U:ned arouiiil and 
we lay off Coney island for twelve 
hours. During that time 1 had a good 
chance to size up the Statue of 
Liberty that riaea out of the aea. I 
was aaying to Nidc thia morning that 
— ^ »»* <af-.tha* khid of 

stuff on the other aide, but nothing 
in Europe looked aa good to me as 
the little lady who stands there in 
the harbor holding a torch In her 
'mil.' 

"The trip. \ on know, w as made tor 
the [lurposc of louriiip lr(daiid in an 
automoliile. All I c.in say is that 
we saw the Kiiierald Isli', and saw it 
good and |ileiity. 'I'wo years ago, 
when I was over there, I made a hop, 
skip and jump from Queenstown to 
Itelfast. 'i'his time I spent a month 
on Ihe 'ould sod,' and there ian't a 
spot in Ireland I didn't aee. On land- 
ing in Queenatown we went by jaunt- 
ing car to Cork, where we atayed tho 
firat night. The next day we visited 
the Lakea of Killarney, and then 
went by train to Dublin. It; all my 
travels over Europe there was no 
spot in the road that ni.-idi^ the hit 
with me as did Kiiianiey. I don't 
s,iy this to stand in with the Kerry 
people who li\e in Chicago, but be- 
lause 1 really am in love with the 
place. The Vale of \voea is a fine 
bit of scenery, and the (iiant's Cause- 
way is a sight ni'ver to be forpolten. 
but the Lakes of Killarney have got 
everything 'backed off the board.' I 
suppose the County .Mayo iieople and 
those from Limerick and Galway will 
want to go to the floor with me 
when I get back to Chicago for 
boosting Kerry, but the truth must 
be told. 

"Give nie a chance to s<|uare in.vself 
with my 'constits' by sayiiip that the 
wh<de of Ireland, from eoa^i to . oasl. 
IS a garden spot. I drove iin aiUomo- 
iiile into c.\ciy nook and corni'r of 
the island, and 1 promise you that 
nothing was sidf-teppcd. In some of 
the smaller towns, away up north in 
the Countv .\ntrim, I was told that 
our auto was the first one ever seen 
there. On the road from Kiliagan to 
Diinlov we passed a man driving a 
cart that was filled with vegetables 
for the Ballymore market, 'Dlood 
and ouns, Je'rry.' shouted the jnrvey 
to the donkey, 'liere comes a 
thonamondheel an' th' divil himself 
is pushin' it." Our tour of Ireland 
was divided into three excursions. 
Dublin uas file hi-iulipiarter.s. iind 
fr<uii there we •duckcil' out into the 
different counties. After a couple of 
days at the Dulilin exposition we 
went up into the province of Ulster. 
It was there we saw the Oiant'a 
Cansewav, one of the grandest sights 
of Ireland. Oiur next trip was 
through the center and the southeast 
of Ireland. The Wicldow Mountains 
and the Vale of Avoca were the 
principal points of Interest we saw 
on this tour with a bunch of round 
towers thrown In. I tried to warm 
up to the rulna of those old castlei,, 
but it was no go. That kind of stuff 
looks like a case of empties to me. 

"On the third and last trip from 
Dublin we visited the west and south- 
western jiart of tlie. country. :ind I 
wish 1 could have brought it back 
with nil'. Man. dear, but the people 
of Cork and Limerick ond Tipperary 
aii.l Kilkenny know how to make it 
pleasant 'or a stranger. In fact the 
glad hand we received wherever we 
went was one of the pleasnres of the 
trip. It waan't a case of looking for 
a tip, either. A sixpence to a 
aharaveeshocht (thafs Irish for 
servant) looks as big aa a polit enian's 
star. If you'd hand anything le,ss 
than a franc to one of those 
waiters in Paris he'd have 



ited In Ireland was the town of 
Youghal, a few miles from Queens- 
town. I went there to see Ed Lahiff, 
who used to be .Mayor Harrison's 
.secretary. He had been in poor 
liealth for some time, lie said, but he 
was feeling well again. Notliing 
would do but we had to stay for din- 
ner with him. I never ate such 
corned 1m cf :ind c:ililiape in itll my 
life, 'riie flouplio(da (reception) he 
gave our party was grand liefore 
we left he gave us 'dhuc Uiid dhuris" 
(drink at the door) with him, 

"It was our good fortune to be at 
Drogheda on the last Sunday in July, 
which they call OarUck Sinday. New 
potatoes are due on this «ay, and as 
the country around Drogheda pro- 
duce* the finest potatoes in the 
world, the opening of the season is 
a big event. Mrs. Kenna and Miss 
Hafferty and myself had a feed of 
ni'W potatoes and buttermilk. .Nick 
turned up liis nose at it because he's 
a Dutchman. If a man could ship 
potatoe-s and buttermilk from 
Drogheda to Chicago and have a 
restaurant on Clark street he'd put 
those chop suey dumps out of busi- 
ness. From Ireland we went to Lon- 
don for a week, and then to Paris 
for ten days. I didn't afe anything 
in either city that we aan't show 
them In Chicago, except i lot of old 
junk." 1 

In summing up his Impressions of 
Ireland the Alderman says^ "Limerick 
has the prettiest girls inithe world, 
Kerry the most butter an^ Loath the 
mealiest potatoes."

The Osservatore Romano, organ of 
tlii> Vatican, Monday issued an im- 
portant encyclical of Pope I'iua X. 
on "Modernism," which really is a 
completio:i of his recent syllabus. The 
ilocurnciii ^i-i^ !'(.rth that modernism 
is a serious d.inger to the church, 
efers in deJail to tho various feat- 
ures of niederiiisnis, condemns it as 
dangerous in philosophy, faith, the- 
ology, history, criticism and reforms, 
and ' comes to the conolusion that 
modernism Is a synthnsls of all 
heresy and muat lefsUy lead to 
atheism. The encyclioal makes the 
following prorisions: 

First— The teaching of philosophy, 
positive theology, etc., is to be car- 
ried on in the church, schools and 
universities, but in a Cath<dic spirit. 

Second — Modernisms :ive to be re- 
moved from professorships and the 
direction of cdiicaMonal institutions. 

Third— The clergy and faithful are 
not to be allowed to rsRA arodSMiist 
publications. 

Fourth— .V committee of censoriihip 
is to be established In every diocese 
to pass upon the pubUoations which 
the clergy and faithful shall be per- 
mitted to read. , ^ 

Fifth- The encyclical of the late 
Pope Leo XIII., prohiblUng the clergy 
from assuming the direction of pnh- 
lications without their Pishop's per- 
mission and providing for supervision 
of the work of eccU^siasi ic.il wnters, 
is confirmed. 

Sixth— Ecclesiastical oongr<is>es, ex- 
cept on rare ooonslons, are pro- 

liibi:e<l. 

Seventh— .V council is to be con- 
stituted in every diocese to combat 
modem errors.

Cardinal NIerry Did Vel. that it Is 
well to coMvidi r exactly in what con- 
sist ilic t'iiricrioii> :i ppcrtainiiip to 
the lofty office he has occupied dur- 
ing one of the most momentous 
irises of the Catholic church. 'I'lie 
Papal Secretaryship of State, as now 
constituted, waa created in the 
fifteenth century, and oame Into be- 
ing as the result of the change of 
the politloo-religious situation arising 
from various adiisms. Preriously 
the government of the church had 
been theological or canonical, politi- 
cal negotiations being practically un- 
known, since the Holy See only com- 
manded and affirmed, anil never dis- 
cussed. The prowl li of till. I'ajKil 
Slates naturally gave rise to political 
c\it;i'iicics re(|iiiriiip the crcitioii of 
the great post, which really entailed 
all the energies and attention of the 
occupant, won for Ita holder the title 
of Cardinale Padrone, or Master- 
Cardinal, a prestige which still at- 
taches to it. He ia above every other 
Cardinal in official importance and 
dignity. How necessary it ia that 
the Vatican should have its Prime 
Minister, can be seen when one con- 
siders that the following countries 
have their special representatives at 
the Court of the Sovereign Pontiff: 
.\iistria, Spain, i'riissia. Havaria, 
Portugal, Helguini, I'razil, ( oionibia, 
Ecuador, Peru, Haiti, San Domingo 
and Monaco. On lier part the idiiirch 
has her diplomatic representatives 
in Austria, Spain, Portugal, Relgiiim. 
flavaria, Holland and lirazil, with 
ihdegatea-apostolic for Ecuador. Ba- 
varia, Peru, San Domingo, Haiti and 
\ ene/uela. Russia haa also an offi- 
cial representative at Home. 

Twice a week, on Tuesdays and 
Fridays, the Cardinal Secietary 
receives in turn the ambassadors and 
special envoys. This ia the 
.s^ecretary's first f miction, his second 
being the i iindiictiiip of a voluiniiious 
mass of I'oriespoiidence with the 
iniiieios and iiit criiii iicio>. tlic dealing 
with iheir reports :nid despatching 
iiist riicl ions for their guidance, 
I liploniatie dinners are of rare 
occurrence at the Vatican, only tak- 
ing place on the occasion of the 
holding of conalatories. Etiquette 
forbids the Pope being present at 
them, the duty of entertaining 
guests being left to the Secretary of 
State, his deputy, 

ICvery morning the Cardinal Sec- 
retary is r(ii'ei\cd li\ 111- Holiness, 
when the "situation" ,i~ i.;;;n Is the 
churt'li is discii~>cd. the I'opc having 
been previoiisl\ siipplii il witli all 1 hi- 
latest newspaper despiitclies affecting 
the political or relipioiis condition of 
the world. On leaving the I'ope, 
iisn:i!l\ lit !) o'clock in the morning, 
a day of hard work iiegins for the 
Secretary, the strenuousness of 
which ia not surpasaed in the cabinet 
of any prime mlniater in the world. 
Under hia orders are a score of 
ecclesiastical secretaries, to whom 
the Secretary of State dictates or 
sketj'hes the nature of InHtructions 
in certain difficulties. This done, a 
series of propositions liiive to be 
prepiired f.ir preseiilat ion mi the 
next day to the VontAtt, since nothing 
done Without his orders or instruc- 
tions. 

As the Aiipeliis ring s. the Cardinal 
Secretary lea\es his cabinet in order 
to re^^-eive his guests in the reception 
halls, set aside for his particular use. 
Here may be aeen people of 
iiatinetion from all conntriea of the 
world. In the caae of Merry Del 
Val the peculiar faarinattion he exer- 
cises over plaople made him the most- 
riaited man in the Eternal City, it 
Is no uncommon sight to see the 
following company at his receptions: 
An English duke, not a Cath.ilic: a 
New York newspaper man bcl mping 
to a non-sectarian journal; the Chief 
of an Irish .lesuit ( ollepc; an Irish 
parish priest: a sport inp Knpli-^h 
squire; the .\ustrian aiiibaj-sador lo 
Italy; a member of the House of 
Commons; a Chicago millionaire 
with a couple of Harvard eons; an 
officer In Ute English Horse guards; 
s Spanish bishop; a missionary from 
.Vfrica — surely as Interesting a col- 
lection of human beings aa any host 
could resire. At his "business" re- 
ceptions he haa need, aays a French 
writer, of more menial agility than is 
gi\en to most of the sons of men. 
He can not plead that anything is 
outside his province, since he Is 
acting for the Pope, in whose 
])rovince for ad jndicti 1 ion everything 
lies. Ill many ways the Cardinal 
Secretary niu.st be a mental gymnaat 
and it is universally admitted that 
the present dignitary is equal to all 
demands on his tact, patience and 
capacity for giving hia supplicants 
satiafactton. 

The department of the Papal 
Secretary is divided into two sections, 
that of tlie secretaryship proper, 
precis writers, confidential scribes, 
deputies for the Cardinal Secretary; 
and that of "Extraordinary Eccle- 
siastical .\ffairs," a body of prelates 
-.pecially enjoined to watih the whole 
political drama of the world, day by 
day, and to raport upon such events 



as they think impinge upon the 
province of the church. It Is In these 
administrative bureaux that all dis- 
tinguished prelates of the church 

liepin their <'areers.

RYAN THE HERO.

The terrible railroad wreck on the 
Boston and Maine railroad last 
Sunda.v, when itwenly-five happy men, 
women and children went to their 
death, was not without its hero, an 
Irish brakeman named llyan, who 
forpot his own injuries and prevented 
a second holocaust. While tlie groans 
of the d\ing could be heard eveji 
above he now feeble pulsing of tiic 
engines, the scurryings of the res- 
cuers and the tread of farmers 
rushing to the scene, one man stood 
out amid the throng as the hero par 
excellence. He was Frank Ryan, a 
brakeman on the express. He had 
lieen hurled mony feet from the ear 
on which he stood and lay uncon- 
scious for a few minutes, lie revived, 
and crawled jiainfiiUy. -lowly, to 
where he saw the iliiii. flcctinp shad- 
ows fighting to ri|i the coacli apart 
and siive whomever they might. 
CiiUing to one man. as he held up his 
arm, showing a severed artery, he 
said in a constantly weakening tone: 

"The Montreal express, old man — a 
swift train — is coming down on the 
wreck. For Ood'a sake, atop it! 
There no signal man left now on the 
back of the expreaa!" 

Ryan fell back, his life seemingly 
about to ebb away, while the messen- 
ger he had chosen ran frantically up 
the track and In the dim morning 
mist managed to flag the Montrea' 
express a (|uarter of a mile away. 
Had not Ilyan regiiined consi-ioii^ncsu 
the other express, t liund crlnp along 
a' t reiiiendoiis sjiced. its eiipineer 
handicapped by the dense vapors that 
rose and shiiiiinered before his eyes 
above the dark ground, would have 
whirleil into the maaa of wreckage 
and the records of railroad horrors 
would have been frigbtfnlly In- 
creased.

Father .Melody siili- 
deacon. Itev. I'aiher Denis Murphy 
was master of ci'remonies, and \er.v 
Rev. Dr. Sidiuhmonn pre*iaed at the 
organ. The music was Gregorian 
and was rendered altemaitely by a 
trained choir of boys from St. Bom- 
face parochial achool and a ohoir ot 
priesta. Rev. Father Charles O'Con- 
nell, of Bardstown, preached a ser- 
mon appropriate to the occasion. 
I.\fter the maaa Hev. Father Dan ci 
O'Sullivan. pastor of the Churdi ot 
the Blessed Sacrament^ entertained 
the assembk'd clergy at a dinner 
served by the ladies of the congrega- 
tion. 



"There should not and need not 
he any conflicts between capital and 

lalmr, since both are neceasary for 
the public good and the one depends 
on the co-operation of the other. A 
contest between the employer and 

1 1 mployed is as unreasonable and 

as hnrlfiil to ilic sociiil body as a 
war bctwcc.i the head and 1 lo- hands 
WDuld lie to the jiliysical bod v. Such 
an aiitagoiiisiii recalls the fiilded 
lotispiracy on the part of the mem- 
bers of the body against the 
stomach." 

In these words Cardinal Oibbons 
sums up his viewa of industrial strife. 
In an article In the forthcoming 
number of Putnam's Montiily ho 
outlines the relations that exist 
between the employer and the em- 
ployed, and makes a stmng plea for 
peace between the forces of capital 
and labor. In the etnirse of his 
article Caiilinal (iibbons says: 

■■Whoever tries to sow iliscord be- 
tween the capitalist and the laborer 
is an enemy of -o(.ial order. Every 
measure slionld be therefore di* 
counieiiaiiccd that sustains the one 
at the expense of Ihe other. Whoever 
Strives to improve the friendly 
relations between the proprietors and 
the labor uniona by suggesting the 
most effhctuai means of diminlahing 
and even remoring the oaases of dis- 
content Is a benefactor to the com* 
ni unity. 

"I take It for granted that all 
unions and other societies of Ameri- 
iCan laboring men are disposed to 
.array themselves on the side of 
I peace and order, and are ns strongly 
ojiposcd to violations of the law ax 
other citi/ens. Hence they should 
'exert their influence to see that the 
laws are nphidd, if they would main- 
tain the respe ct with whicli they are 
regarded i v licir fellowa. It is not 
only a question of patrlotiam, but 
of self-interest which deeply eoncerns 
them. 

"Experience has shown that strikes 
are drastic, and at best a very ques> 
tionable remedy for the redress of 
the laborers' grievances. They par- 
alyze Industry; they often foment 
fierce passions and lejtd to the 
(iestruction of property; and above 
all, I hey result in inflict inp grievous 
injury on the laborer himself by 
keeping him in enforced idleness, 
during which time his mind is clouded 
by discontent while brooding over hi.s 
sitii.ition, and his family not infre- 
(|iiently suffers from the want of the 
necessaries of life. The loss Inflicted 
by strikes on the employers is not 
niuch more than half as great as 
that which is sustained by the em- 
ployed, who can much less afford to 
bear if. It would be o vast atrlde In 
the interests of peace and of the 
laboring classes if the iiolicy of 
arliitration, which is now paining 
favor for the settlement of iiiierna- 
lional quarrels, witc iilso availed of 
for the adjust men^^ of disputes 
between capital an

POPE'S VIEWS 



Said Will Reinforce Syltabua 
With an Encyclical 
Lattar. 



The Rome correspondent of tbe 
N'ew York World writes that the 
I'ope will continue the movement he 
has started against Catholic writers 
who depart from the teachings of 
the church in their publieatiojn, 
even if they can not be called exactly 
heretical. Since the syllabus was 
imblished there have been many 
eomnieiils, in the Ereneh iiress, 
severely criticising the document as 
I hi :!;shione<l. The Congregation n' 
the Index, which had ch.irg" of the 
issuance of the document, promptly 
ri>llowed it u|) with the condemnation 
of several French books of recent 
date. Then it was announced that 
the next decree of the eongrregeitlon 
would attack exclusively German 
works, but so far this has not been 
iaaued. It is now certain that within 
the next few days the Pope himself 
will issue an encyclical letter to nil 
the Bishops of the world, detailing 
the reasons that led him to |iublish 
the new syllabus, and why Catholic 
writers must conform to it. Tho, 
diH-ument will be even uiiire j'm- 
portant, from a dogniatii- jKiint of 
view, than the syllabus, because it 
will give the direct opinions of the 
Pope in the matter, and as such will 
have a bearing on the question of tho 
Papal InfalllbUlty.
